SPEECH 


HON. JAMES L. ORR, 


Of So. Carolina, 
ON THE PRESIDENCY, 
Delivered in the House of Representatives, June 9, 52 


Mr. Cuatrman: I rise, sir, to trespass 
upon the indulgence of the committee in 
making a few observations upon a topic 
which is not legitimately before the House 
for consideration. It is the first occasion 
since I have been honored with a seat in this 
Hall that I have made a speech not pertinent 
to the subject immediately before the com_ 
mittee for its action. A variety of reasons, 
not necessary now to be recapitulated, have 
co-operated to induce a departure from the 
rule thus far uniformly pursued, but I prom- 
ise the committee that only a brief portion of 
time shall be consumed in the discussion. 

The State of South Carolina, which I have 
the honor in part to represent here, was not 
represented in the Convention at Baltimore 
last week. It would, perhaps, be a very idle 
cousumption of time to enter into a vindica- 
tion of the course her people have chosen to 
pursue in this matter. They had a perfect 
right to determine their action for themselves 
and no tribunal has the power to change 
that determination, or the right to question 
its exercise, 

But, though not represented, we felt great 
solicitnde in the final action of the Conven- 
tion; and my purpose now is to express my 
conviction, that the nomination of Pierce and 
King will meet a cheerful response and cor- 
dial support in South Carolina, ‘The selec- 
tion of these gentlemen as the great stand- 
ard-bearers of the party holds out bright 
hopes of promise that the country will return 
to those wise and patriotic republican doe- 
trines which dictated and controlled the ad- 
ministration of the immortal Jefferson. His 
sagacity comprehended the difficult machin- 
ery of our complex system, defined the rela- 
tive powers and duties of the State and Fed- 
eral Governments, and provided thereby for 
harmony amongst all sections and interests 


in restricting the latter to the exercise of 


powers only expressly delegated by the Con- 
stitution. 

That creed, of which he is the illustrious 
founder, if faithfully followed, would have 
shielded the States of this Union from much 
of the discord and dissension which has 
imbittered every section; shielded us from 
high protection tariffs, from monopolies, from 
slavery agitation-—from all the ilis and perils 
that good men have seriously deplored in our 
history for the last quarter of a century, and 
made us as happy as we have been prosper- 
ous. A departure from that ereed has open- 
ed up all the bitter waters of strife; but, 
thank Heaven ! the error has been discovered 
before it has become irremediable; and the 
election of Franklin Pierce as pilot, will ena- 
ble him to put the old ship of State on the 
Republican track ; and I venture that asser- 
tion, because his career in Congress carries 
incontestable proof that his political chart 
and compass point to the track which Jeffer- 
son, our great pilot, safely steered the same 
vessel over in the palmy days of the Ne- 
public. He isa Republican of the strictest 
sect, and his administration will cover over 
himself and his party with the most brilliant 
renown and distinction. A brief glance at 
his history will contrast him favorably with 
many who have essayed to be leaders, but 
who are wanting in that sterling worth and 
unobtrusive modesty so signal in his char- 
acter. 

His father was a soldier in the Revolution, 
and first periled his life in his country’s cause 
at Bunker Hill. Will Massachusetts forget 
in November the worthy son of a noble sire, 
who periled his life in defending her against 
the attack of British troops? He was born 
in New Hampshire, a State which has given 
birth to Webster and Cass, and which was 
the home of Woodbury—distinguished not 
more for the sparkling genius of her sons; 
than her faithful, unflinching adherence and 
devotion to the Republican faith. Her pure 
air, rural habits, and incorruptible morals all 
favor physical, moral, and intellectual devel- 
opment; her sons, living amongst the moun- 
tains and valleys, having no large cities to 
corrupt or debase, preserve their purity of 
character, and remain inflexible against all 
attempts to swerve thein from principle, ‘The 
mountain population of every country have 
been always justly distinguished for their pa- 
tiotism and loyalty to liberty; and if this 
country was ever assailed by a foreign foe, 
and State after State should fall under his 
domination, the last, hardest, and most des- 
perate of all your struggles, before passing 
under the foreign yoke, would be in your 
mountain fastnesses, and by the strong hands 
and bold hearts of your mountain yeomanry, 
Sir, the hills and dales of a mountainous land 
inspire a love of country unselfish and self- 
sacrificing ; aud Franklin Pierce has had the 
good fortune to be born among the granite 
hills of New Hampshire, and having lived 
nearly half a century, has never dishonored 
his birth-place. 

He. entered public life at an early age a8 
a member of the Legislature of New Hamp- 


shire, and wagelected Speaker of the House, 
In 1833, he was elected toa seat in Con- 
gress, and continued to occupy that post 
until 1887, when he was elected a Senator, 
where he remained until 1842, when he re 

signed his seat, returned to his native State 

and resumed the practice of the law. His 
speeches in Congress were not numerous, 
but always sensible, cogent, and to the point, 
and not unfrequently they are marked by 
elegance of diction, beautiful imagery, and 
true eloquence. He evinces thought and 
investigation on all the subjects he discusses 
and his speeches and votes show him consis- 
tent, governed by fixed principles, which no 
temporary expedient ever induced him to 
waive or falsify. His services in the two 
Houses of Congress have been rendered at 
a most interesting epoch in the history of 
this Government. During General Jackson’s 
administration the Bank was prostrated whilst 
General Pierce was in Congress. He was 
opposed to this great moneyed monopoly, 
and no man triumphed over its fall more than 
General Pierce. A few brief months after, 
when its explosion took place, the secrets of 
the prison-house were disclosed, and it was 
found that the canker of corruption had long 
been preying upon its vitals; like the char- 
nel-house, with a comely and attractive ex- 
ternal, yet within it was filled with dead 
men’s bones. General Juckson in no act of 
his public life exhibited so much sagacity as 
in making war upon the Bank; and all who 
sustained him in the fierce encounter with 
this great colossal moneyed power, richly 
merit the gratitude of the country. 

General Pierce also bore no humble part 
in prostrating finally that stupendous system 
of internal improvements projected by Mr. 
Adams during his administration, when it 
was proposed to dig canals over mountains, 
build roads to the moon, and light-houses to 
the skies. Some of the Whig papers have 
commenced already to blazon forth his hos- 
tility to internal improvements, with a view 
of alienating the West from the chosen lead- 
er of the party. But they will find it “love’s 
labor lost ;” and when the great agricultural 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Micui;an and Missouri, learn that the 
alternative offered them is an abandonment 
of a wild system of unjust, local, and uncon- 
stitutional improvements by the Federal Go- 
vernment, which they may and ought to 
carry on by their own State authorities, or 
sulunit to the imposition of a high protective 
tariff to enrich a few manufacturers by tax- 
ing enormously every article they may con- 
sume, and, at the same time, destroying their 
foreign market for the sale of their flour, ba- 
con, corn, and beef, by reducing the capa- 
city of the foreigner to purchase from them, 
he having nothing that will be received in 
payment but specie,—there can be no two 
opinions as to what the decision of the West 
will be, conceding that it is favorably inelin- 
ed to such works; for how valuable would 
rivers be cleaned out, so that boats might 
safely navigate them, when the market for 
the produce which the boats are to transport 
is destroyed? Their granaries might groan 
beneath the harvest of a fertile soil, but the 
rats and the weevil would be their consnmers 
instead of hungry men, women, and children 
in other lands. ‘The common sense of the 
West has thus far, at least, made them re- 
pudiate Whig theories, that high duties make 
low prices, and that high duties make a home 
market for the products of the farm, when 
they see the surplus provision crop of Ohio 
and Indiana alone would feed every manu- 
facturer and operative in the United States, 
or the still more absurd one, that high duties 
is atax upon the foreign manufacturer, and 
not upon the domestic consumer of the arti- 
cle taxed. 


Capitalists engaged in manufacturing pur- 
suits must seek out a people who think less, 
and who are more ignorant of political and 
domestic economy than the West, before 
they will succeed in imposing kigh protective 
tariffs under the pretense that it will raise 
revenue, which may be expended in cleaning 
rivers, improving harbors, or building roads. 
But I am gratified that attention has been 
called thus publicly to General Pierce’s po- 
sition on Interral Improvements, and hope 
that all the partisan editors of the opposition 
will echo the vote. ‘Truth and reason would 
sanction his votes and opinions against the 
policy, even if he was not panoplied as he is 
in the folds of a written Constitution in his 
opposition to it. He would have been an 
unworthy representative of New Hampshire, 
if he had favored internal improvements or a 
protective tariff. Upon the latter subject the 
people of no State in the Union, not even 
excepting South Carolina, have a more de- 
cided feeling of hostility to high protective 
tariffs, whereby you tax one industrial inter- 
est of the country to build up another no 
more worthy, than New Hampshire. How, 
then, could a trusted son of hers prove go re- 
creant to her long-settled and -well under- 
stood sentiments in favor of a revenue tariff 
merely, to pay the expenses of an economi- 
cal Government-—-recreant to his own well- 
matured opinions, as expressed through his 
speeches and votes, opposing Ligh taxation 
and profligate expenditures—-recreant to the 
fundamental article of republican faith which 
teaches uncompromising hostility to all mo- 


nopoly, as to favor a policy which would in- 
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crease the taxes of the people of Maine to 
open therewith canals or rivers in Missouri ; 
or require a Tennessee farmer to pay double 
the real value of articles for domestic con- 
sumption, that a Massachusetts manufacturer 
may realize twenty per cent. upon his invest- 
ment, when the farmer in no event can realize 
more than five per cent. on his labor and 
capital? If the tariff of 1846 is disturbed at 
all, it ought to be to reduce, not increase, 
existing duties, 

But other questions have arisen since his 
Congressional career opened, of the most 
delicate texture and gravest importance, 
which he has met as a patriot and a states- 
man. His voice was among the first heard 
on the floor of Congress in opposition to the 
fanatical schemes of the Abolitionists, when 
that question—so full of danger and dissen- 
sion—was introduced here. He proved him- 
self eminently conservative upon that issue, 
and proclaimed boldly for maintaining the 
constitutional rights of the South; his action 
was conformable to the creed adopted 
last week at Baltimore, long before that 
creed was reduced to form and shape on pa- 
per. Your resolution there is, “that Con- 
‘gress has no power under the Constitution 
‘to interfere with or control the domestic 
‘institutions of the several States, and that 
‘such States are the sole and proper judges 
‘of everything appertaining to their own af- 
‘fairs, not prohibited by the Constitution; 
‘and that all efforts of the Abolitfonists, or 
‘others, made to induce Congress to inter- 
‘fere with questions of slavery, or to take in- 
‘cipient steps in relation thereto, are calcu- 
‘lated to lead to the most alarming and dan- 
‘gerous consequences, and that all such ef- 
‘forts have an inevitable tendency fo dimin- 
‘ish the happiness of the people, and endan- 
‘ger the stability and permanency of the 
‘Union, and ought not to be countenanced 
‘by any friend of our political institutions.” 


If there should be one so cruel and un- 
generous as to question his fidelity to the 
constitutional rights of my section—and [ 
do not ask more than that from any mau 
let him recur to his speech in reply to Mr. 
Slade of Vermont, on the abolition question. 
To the constitutional rights of the South he 
has been faithful among the faithless ; when 
others have been swept off by the wild waves 
of fanaticism, and turned their hearts and 
hands against the just rights of their South- 
ern brethren, he— through all the changes 
and vicissitudes of fortune—has stood as firm 
as his native granite hills, resolved that the 
Constitution alone should be the polar star 
of his political acts, hopes, and prospects.— 
And although he wus saddened by seeing, 
for a brief season, that cloud of fanaticism 
which hovered over the entire North, ohscure 
the sun of the republican faith even of Now 
Hampshire, he never quailed in the general 
gloom, but trusted firmly that returning rea- 
son and justice would dispel its murky folds, 
and that it would again shine forth in. all its 
brightness. Nor was he disappointed; for 
abolition and its allies there were swept off 
“like autumn leaves before the wintry blast.” 

Let me, then, conjure Southern men of the 
opposition to pause, and consider long and 
well before they enlist under doubtful colors, 
to wage a war against one so true, so faith- 
ful, so bold, so fearless, as Franklin Pierce 
has proven himself to be in upholding the 
Constitution. How many others fell when 
the tempter came! When State after State 
deserted, and embraced abolitionism and 
free-soilism, and madness ruled the hour, he 
calmly surveyed the impending ruin, sound- 
ed the alarm, and rallied his native State ou 
the side of reason and justice. Be not un- 
grateful to one who stood by you when the 
issue was far more momentous than a party 
triumph or defeat. It would be a sin not of 
the smallest grade. If your nominee has 
proved, and still proves, his devotion to the 
Constitution, support him if your principles 
demand it; but never strike down a true 
friend to serve a faithless enemy. 


General Pierce was a Senator in 1841, and 
during the memorable extra session of that 
year. His party was in the minority. The 
elections in 1840 proved most disastrous to 
the Democracy—-in fact, it was a total rout. 
He, with his associates, struggled long and 
ably in opposition to the Bank, to the Tariff, 
to the repeal of the sub-treasury—which he 
had been instrumental before in passing—to, 
the distribution of the sales of the pub- 
lic lands, to the bankrupt law, and all the 
other high Federal schemes introduced at 
that long-to-be-remembered session, The 
Senate then was a body of such transcend- 
ent ability that all America witnessed, with 
intense interest, the “battles of the giants.” 
It was a noble, intellectual spectacle—one 
which Rome, in her palmiest days, might 
well have been proud of. But his opposi- 
tion was unavailing. He and his allies were 
borne down by superior numbers, and all 
these measures, against which they go long 
contended, were passed. The terrible blows, 
however, which the dpposition received, final- 
ly prostrated them, and not one of the sta- 
tutes of that memorable epoch now remain 
upon the statute-book unrepealed. How sad

ans, pad afford a sure guarantee that he will 
gtses & honor with befitting dignity & ability 
the Weond office in the gift of the people. 
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I said in the outset of my remarks that I 
believed the State of South Carolina would 


.| cheerfully support the nominees. I do not 


speak “by authority,” but upon my individ- 
ual judgment and responsibility. The nomi 
nation is far better than the people of South 
Carolina had hoped could be made; and al- 
though General Pierce may not believe in the 
doctrines of State rights and State remedies 
to the extent which we go, yet he is a better 
Republican than we ever expected to sce 
again in nomination for the Presidency. The 
records of Congress, during the nine years 
he was a member, prove him to be sound 
upon the great national issues that bave di- 
vided so long the Federal and Republican 
parties, as also his fidelity to the Constitution 
on the slavery question. We can, then, trust 
his honesty and statesmanship. There is 
scattered through every District and Parish

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Speech of Hon. Jas. L. Orr. 

Our readers will find, commencing on the 
first page of this week's paper, the speech of 
Hon. James L. Orr, of this State, delivered re- 
cently in the House of Representatives, in which 
he avows his preference for the nominees of the 
Democratic Convention, and indicates what he 
believes to be the course this State wiil pursue 
in the ensuing contest. 

Col. Oak has been censured in certain quar- 
ters for this independent expression of opinion. 
In our judgment, his course has been a proper 
one. He has uttered, as we believe, the senti- 
ments of the people of South Carolina; and he 
has uttered them at the right time and in the 
right manner. (We cannot say as much as to 
the place; for the rule which permits the dis- 
cussion in Committee of the Whole of subjects 
irrelevant to the matter properly under cousid- 
eration, we think more honored in the breach 
than in the observance.) There was, as we 
conceive, a peculiar propriety in the declaring 
at an early hour the probable course of this 
State.—We were not represented in the Na- 
tional Convention, and there might therefore 
have been considered to rest upon the State no 
obligation to support the nomination. As that 
nomination, however, was one which we could 
consistently support; as the nominee was one 
in whom South Carolina recognized a faithful 
and consistent advocate of principles dear to 
her people, it was proper that no doubt should 
be left to linger on the minds of any as to the 
course she would pursue. 

The speech of Col. Orr is creditable to him 
as a statesman and scholar; and it must beget 
in the minds of his constituents a renewed con- 
fidence in his ability and soundness as a legis- 
lator.

The question is frequently asked, Will the

The Freesoil Convention. 

Mr. Samuel Lewis, Chairman of the Free- 
soil Committee, has called a National Conven- 
tion, consisting of Delegates of the Free De- 
mocracy, to assemble nt Pittsburg, on Wed- 
nesday, the eleventh day of Angust next, at 
noon, for the purpose of selecting candidates for 
the offices of President and Vice President of 
the United States. Friends of the principles 
declared at Buffalo, at the momorable Cunven- 
tion of August, 1848, are requested, within 
their respective States and Congressional Dis- 
tricts, to meet and elect Delegates. 

From this movement it is manifest that the 
unsound Northern Democrats are driven off 
trom the national party, notwithstanding the ef. 
forts of the Evening Post and John Van Buren 
10 reconcile them to it. Nobody at the North 
believes that Genl. Pierce was ever untrue to 
the Constitution, or that he ever favored u boli- 
tion in any phase.

There may be something in all this. It 
is very true, that the noblest occupation of 
hfe, that of Agriculture, is often undervalued. 
It is very true, also that Agriculture, is not 
as scientific as it ought to be; and that the 
earth often here has not made the 20th part 
productive as it might be made. Our old 
land system holds out such a temptation to 
surface cropping only—that the land we 
plough, left unmanured, soon becomes un- 
profitable, and the farmer hurries of “ West,” 
and “West,” and dies going West ” and 
„West.“ We have an idea, that if the emi- 
grants from the Hudson, Lon g Island, Low- 
er Virginia, the Chesapeake Bay, North 
Carolina, and New England, would turn the 
energies they devote to emigration west- 
ward, to improving, enriching and cultivating 
the soil on which they were born, they would 
die richer men—with such markets as they 
have accessible to them,--then if they were 
gold mining in California, or cotton crop- 
ping in Arkansas or Texas. A chicken worth 
from 50 to 100 cents is a gold mine; an 
egg worth two cents, is a considerable lump 
of copper ; a pound of beef worth 16 cents, 
is a placer ; a good firkin of butter is Cali- 
fornia itself; a potatoe is a pearl. The 
higher thing of life—such as turkeys, capon, 
game, &., &c. are things for a poor man to 
dream, as of the stars, high above him, and 
beyond his reach, 5 

If there be, as is alledged, this general 
indisposition, on the part of so many peo- 
ple to cultivate the soil, the sooner we edu- 
cate the public mind to better notions the 
better. Life in cities is such a life of sacri- 
fice and privation, that if they who live out 
of cities, long to live in them, it is equally 
certain, that they who live in, long to get 
out. Breathing an atmosphere already as 
wedo of dirt and dust—what comparison is 
such a life with the new fields, the building 
trees, the bursting flowers and how can 
such a life have temptations to bring man 
here from the luxuries of Heaven, grant 
that it may be to the luxuries of art! We 
work harder who thrive at all than the coun- 
try Zo, or than they need to work, in order 
to thrive. Expending more, we must earn 
much more. Rents overwhelm us, and the 
rents must be earned. Markets suck our 
pockets; but these pockets must be replen- 
ished. , Life in cities thus becomes a strug- 
gle for existence itself; while life in the 
country is but obedience to the ordinance of 
God, that man must earn his bread by the 
sweat of his brow, and hence it is nnaccounta- 
bie that so many stake their existence upon 
the chances of city prosperity, when enough 
is certain from the crops of the field. 

There is something of truth, in the allega- 
tion, that woman too often prefers the pov- 
erty and privation of city life—a bad tene- 
ment, bad air in confined streets to the free- 
dom and purity of country life in the open 
field; and that she selects a partner for life 
accordingly, This error, however, we sus- 
pect, is soon repented of, if poverty admit of 
repentenee. Puhy children, with oppressive 
doctor’s bills mark, and record the mistake 
from generation to generation. Woman that 
marry the city instead of the farmer, if for 
fashion or for money, soon learn the awful 
mistake. No fashion brings happiness to a 
dreary home, and no money supplies the 
place of a husband to beloved. ‘The most 
wretched, the most miserable, the most de- 
graded of all human beings, is the mistress 
of a house bought by the sacrifice of her 
person to the man she wedded not for affec- 
tion’s sake. 

We have no doubt that one of the best re- 
forms of this “ progressive age would be 
that sort of reform which should teach our 


‘| children to look all the duties of labor in the 


face, with the education of them according- 
ly. A farmer’s daughter ought to be proud 
to grow up with all the knowledge of the du - 
ties and Jabors of the farmer’s wife. So as 
to household duties in cities and towns. No 
woman can well be a good wife who cannot, 
at least direct how to be a good cook. This 
species of knowledge is often, and ought to 
be always a matter of pride with the mother, 
the daughter, or the wife. Labor with such 
ideas prevailing, would have that dignity 
some affect to give it by artifices altogether 
forced. But it remains to be seen, whether 
any or all of these faults of life, even in their 
exaggeration, account for the unnatural, dx- 
orbitant and disproportionate prices of eata- 
bles in general, when bread, the staple of 
life, is so low. V. F. Express.

ExdLAxp's S0I.—Crowded as England 
is with a hungary population, forty five per 
cent, of her soil is not under cultivation. Yet 
the proportion of cultivated to uncultivated 
land, is higher in England than in any other 
country in Europe. In Russia, less than 
one-fifth of the soil is under cultivation ; in 
Sweden less than one-seventh ; in Austria 
and Holland, one-fifth; in Switzerland, one 
fourth; in France, fifty-four hundredths. 
There is really no need of emigration. In 
England, as appears by a parliamentary re- 
port, there are sixteen millions of acres 
wholly unproductive. The reason why these 
acres are permitted tolie unimproved is, that 
as soon as they are enclosed, and before they 
can be sufficiently reclaimed to produce a 
paying crop, they become subject to tithe 
and tax. Hence only men of large capital 
dare undertake the task, and they prepare 
to invest their money where the return is 
more speedy and certain.
